b. Consultant. This category mainly refers to consultants - or those currently 
employed at consulting firms - that are actively engaged in the international 
postal and delivery services sector. 

c. Provider. This category refers to private sector companies that provide 
international postal or international delivery services (e.g., delivery of letters 
and packages or provision of cross-border financial services) to customers. 

d. Expert. These would be individuals who in the course of their career have 
gained substantial knowledge and experience related to international postal and 
delivery services. 
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
